I have taken good photocopies, laminated them with the thickest plastic that 
you can find, and then buffed them with VERY fine steel wool. This buffing 
gives them a matte finish and they look very much like the originals. 600 
grit wet sandpaper would probably do well also. Buff or sand using a small 
circular motion so that you don't get directional scratches in the plastic. 
Make a couple and see which one turns out the best. It helps if you 
photocopy them onto an ivory paper or card stock as white in those days was 
not near as white as it is now and, anyway, nearly all of the originals are 
now an ivory color.
